Eight five-day periods, Monday to Friday, from 
July 3 to August 25, 


@ LONE CAMP 
Camps Fort Dearborn-Harrison-Wilderness avail- ~ 
able, or Troop can obtain special permit from 
Camping Service to set-up camp on other ground. 


THE TROOP PLAN... 


. is the best way to go to Camp. The Troop lives, eats and acts together. Each Scout will receive a re- 
bate of $1.00 at Owasippe and 50c at Kiwanis after his arrival if ADULT leadership from own Troop is 
provided. 


. . . provides leaders free camping experience. Leaders should be 21 years or older, Scoutmaster or Troop 
Committeeman preferred. A Scout father formally approved by the Troop Committee will be accepted. 


- hecessitates a minimum of eight Scouts in the Camp Troop. Additional leadership will be allowed 
on the following basis:

If less than eight Scouts, leader will receive 1 fee credit for each Scout.

LEADERS’ FAMILY CAMP 


Camp provided for the immediate members of Adult 
Leader’s family during period that he is in Camp. Op- 
portunity is provided for daily contact with family and 
occasional meals at Family Camp. Camp periods are 
same as regular Owasippe periods. Rates: $1.60 per day 
or $21.50 per period for adults—children as follows: 
3 to 9 years, $1.00 per day; under 3 years 60c per day.

VICTORY FARM CAMP 


For Senior Scouts only, in Troops—Patrols—or as in- 


dividuals. A chance to perform a vital war job and par- 


ticipate in a Scout Camp Program. Scouts will live at 


Camp Fort Dearborn and work on near-by farms help- 


ing to harvest and cultivate important war crops. Pay 


will be based on existing wage scale. (Last year 35 to 


50c per hour) Regular Scouting and recreational pro- 


gram in late afternoons and evenings. Rate $1.00 per day. 


CAMP FEES 


$5.50 per period with a 50c rebate for each Camper on 
Troop Plan. (Note: this rebate does not apply in 
Scholarship cases.) 


‘ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE 


Scouts should arrive at Camp and check in between 8:00 
and 10:00 A. M. on first day of Camp period, and 
should ane to check out by 3:00 o’clock on the follow- 
ing Friday. First Camp meal is Noon Monday, and last 
is Noon Friday. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


Available to Kiwanis campers only, these scholarships 

will provide aid for Scouts otherwise unable to attend 
Camp. Scoutmaster must file separate scholarship ap- 
lication for each Scout. Your District Scout Executive 
as them. 


SCOUT LANDING 


Wisconsin Canoe Base 

An adventuresome group of 65 Senior Scouts will spend 
a thrill packed week on a canoe trip from the Region 
Seven Canoe Landing on White Sand Lake in Wiscon- 
sin. Right in the heart of the Lakeland, Scouts will be 
under competent adult leadership with trained guides 
to conduct the trip. Cost for the whole experience, in- 
cluding transportation, $32.00. Dates: July 24 to 31. 
Sign up now with Canoe Trip Leader Chet Koehler in 
the Scout Office. Ask Camping Service for special 
descriptive folder and application. Deposit of $2.00 
required to hold space. Not returnable after July 15. 


GENERAL CAMP 


1. RESERVATIONS AND FEES 


Troop applications for the Troop Plan will be accepted 
NOW. This will reserve space for designated number 
of Scouts until June 1, 1944, After this date individual 
Scout Camp applications and reservation fee must be 
filed at the Scout Office. 


Actual reservation fees of $2.00 per period for Owasippe 
and $1.00 per period for Camp Kiwanis will be accepted 
after Monday, May 15. This fee must be accompanied 
by an individual Scout application. The application must 
be signed by the Scoutmaster and the Scout’s parents. 


2. PAYMENT OF BALANCE 


Balance of Camp fees must be paid at least one full 
week prior to the opening of the Camp period or reser- 
vation will be automatically cancelled and no refund 
given. 


3. MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS 


Everyone attending a Scout Camp, Scout or Leader, 
is required to have a medical examination within a

three day period prior to the opening of the Camp 
period. Medical forms will be supplied at time of final 
Camp fee payment. 


4. RATIONING 


As required by law, all Scouts, Leaders and Leaders’ 
families must bring their current food ration books to 
Camp, Camp officials will remove currently valid stamps 
according to OPA regulations. Camp menus will be 
governed regarding ration points on the same basis as 
at home. 


5. REGISTERED SCOUTS ONLY 


Only currently registered Scouts will be accepted as 
Camp’ applicants. This means only boys over 12 years 
old with just one exception: A registered Cub who 
will have his twelfth birthday before September 1, 1944, 
will be accepted on the Troop Plan. The Scoutmaster 
must file regular enrollment blank and pay propet fee 
to Record Service to automatically register boy in Troop 
on his birthday. 


SHORTAGES sis 


War time shortages of metal ware require that Every Scout supply his own 
wash basin, and equipment for out door cooking. While the cooking 
equipment is not absolutely essential, it will enable the Scout to have better 


camp experience.
